he was 
stripped 
ofF his coat and shirt 
An 
improvised 
whip was quickly 
made 
of a stick and a leather belt and the 
negro 
was 
given a severe beating 
after which his clothing was restor 
ed 
to 
mm 
and 
ho was warned 
to 
get away 
from town 
He started 
up tho track and his departure 
was 
hurnedby several shots fired above 
his heard
